“shingle nails- 5 cents, one 
dime 15 cents.” Or there was 
the occasion when George Pitman, 
at this time a barber, ordered 
front the hardware partnership 
of Clyde Hall and Joe Collier, a 
set of grates for his stove. He 
then bought another second-hand 
stove, now no longer needing the 
$11.90 grates. Known to be a lover 
of fresh fish from Lunenberg. 
George fell into a trap which 
saw the hardware make a deal 
with O. A. Craig CPR agent, who 
sent the grates to Pitman dis-

In 1961 Wayne 
Cutforth, formerly of Vulcan now 
operating his own drafting busi¬ 
ness in Calgary, answered the call 
for help, and this year he present¬ 
ed the annual meeting with a set 
of working drawings for a new 
exterior design which has become 
a reality this summer. 

This addition not only enhances 
the decor of the building but em¬ 
braces a new vestibule, church 
office, “cry room," balcony, added 
seating in the Sanctuary adding 
working room in the basement and 
a new future washroom.

Unjust Is The Rakeoff 


Government explains that it cannot return to 
employers overpayments of Canada Pension Plan 
money because it hasn’t found a practical way to do 
what’s right. 

There is a limit on the individual’s share of the 
pension payment. The same limit is set on the em¬ 
ployer’s share and no problem arises when an em¬ 
ployee has only one employer during the calendar 
year. But a man may change his job for a variety of 
reasons and he may even have, if he is hardworking 
and needs the money, more than one employer at 
a time. 

Each of his employers must start making pen¬ 
sion payments for the man from scratch as though 
he were the man’s one and only employer, and each 
may pay up to or nearly up to the limit. 

If the employee has overpaid he just has to ask 
for his money back at the time he files his income 
tax form, but his two or more employers cannot get 
back any part of the overpayment. The government 
is smug about it. Too bad, it says, but there it is. 

Besides, say some people in Ottawa, in the great 
United States of America, employers don’t get back 
overpayments made in a similar pension plan. When 
the U.S. government cannot find a way to be just, 
how can we? 

The U.S. had its scheme in operation for several 
years before Canada thought to do likewise. Pre¬ 
sumably, Canada studied all the angles. Did it think 
of drawing back because of the inevitable injustice 
to employers? Or was the difficulty of doing justice 
to employers and the consequent big rakeoff for the 
treasury one of the merits of the scheme?
